U.S. Manpower 
Needed To Win 


NEW YORK, July 5—(CP)— 
Gen, Sir Archibald Wavell, ac- 
cording to the New York Times 
today, believes the war will be 
fought to a decision in western 
Europe and that the manpower 
of the United States will be nec- 
essary for victory. 

The Times’ correspondent in 
Cuiro and the representative of a 
U.S. magazine were received by the 
Middle East commander in chief, 
who is leaving soon to assume the 
command in India, and the general's 
remarks were made in an informai 
interview.

Nazis Claim 
Forces Reach 
River Dnieper 


BERLIN, July 5 — (AP) — The 
German high command claimed 
today that German forces moving 
eastward, toward Moscow from 
the Berezina river have reached 
the river Dnieper, east of Minsk. 
This would be 110 miles east of 

Minsk, in a region of Soviet Russia's 
strongest defences, 

In broad outline, without detail, 
the high command again pictured 
the Red army being folded back on 
the whole front from Finland to 
Bessarabia. 

Where Nazi armored divisions 
claim to have driven deepest into 
Soviet territory and closest to the 
Russian capital, the war bulletin 
said only; “East of Minsk the river 
Dnieper has been reached.” 

(The Dnieper lies about 50 miles 
east of the Berezira river which 
the Germans claim to have crossed 
at several places, but which the 
Russians say is still an obstacle to 
the German advance after days of 
fighting. 

(The German communique indi- 
cates the claimed new penetration 
to Russia's next formidable water

Eden Declares

“all he stands for.” 

“We anticipate that Hitler, at a 
moment he considers opportune 
during his campaign in Russia, will 
seek to present himself in another

OTTAWA, July 5—The national 
Gefence department declared to- 
day that there was no doubt now 
of the success of the drive for 
32,000 men for the active service 
forces. To date about 22,000 re- 
cruits have been obtained and 
they are now coming forward at 
the rate of between 600 and 700 
per day. 

Substantial numbers of recruits 
are being obtained from the train- 
ees who have recently been called 
for four months training. These lads, 
of course, are to continue in the 
home defence army for the duration 
of the war. Actually many of them 
prefer to join the active service 
army. 


100 PER CENT VOLUNTEERED

tion fuel. 

An experienced Polish technician 
is reported to be in consultation 
with government officials regard- 
ing prospects of a new Canadian 
power alcohol industry, and unoffi- 
citi reports indicate that the idea 
is feasible. However, the national 
chemurgic coramittee of the Can- 
fdian Chamber of Commerce re- 
cently reported that production of 
power alcoho] would have to be sub- 
sidized by the government. Its re- 
port calculated that a 20 per cent 
mix of wheat alcohol in the annual 
Canadian consumption of 900 mil- 
lion gallons of gasoline would ré- 
quire between 40 and 50 million 
bushels of wheat. 

The new line of inquiry is direct- 

ed to use of screenings at country 
and terminal elevators and low 
grades of wheat. One report, not 
immediately confirmed, is that a 
pilot plant may be built at a loca- 
tion to be selected in the west, the 
funds being provided as a war pro- 
ject.

Armament and fire power of a Russian infantry bat- 
talion is enough to astound anyone whose ideas of infantry 


units are still based on 1914-18 


models. Even the 1941 Can- 


adian army does not begin to come up to it. 


My ideas in this respect are “ 
based on two things. Personal 
knowledge of many of the actual 
infantry weapons in use in Rus- 
sia, and a great mass of informa- 
tion I was able to pry loose from } 
various Red Army officers over a | 
two-year period. 

Not all of these men would answer 
@ direct question involving too 
many details, but when you are 
curious, have plenty of time, and a | 
cominon ground of actual battle on 
which to meet for discussion, a | 
great deal of information can be | 
gained. | 

Often I used to sit around in the 
evening, smoking and yarning with | 
Russian instructors who were sent 
to Spain to teach the Republican 
soldiers how to use the weapons 
sold to their government by the 
Soviet Union. Or in the quiet of 
the afternoon we would lie on the 
reverse slope of some hill and dis- 
Cuss recent actions. 

How would such a town have 
been attacked by the Red Army? 
Or, what were the different func- 
tions of the light and heavy mortar 
in Russia? How many light machine 
@uns were there to a Red Army 
company? Many such questions 
could be raised quite naturally by 
a group of officers anxious to learn 
their trade, and readily answered 
by an instructor who knew his 
stuff. 


RUSSIAN EQUIPMENT 

We often used to compare the 
fire power of our battalion in Spain 
to the 1914-18 Canadian unit, pat- 
ting ourselves on the back that we 
could deliver as heavy a blast as a 
First Great War brigade, but when 
we heard of the normal equipment 
of the Red Army in 1937-39 we were 
astounded. Today it may be even 
higher in some instances. 

Take the lowest fire unit, com- 
parable to a Canadian infantry 
section, or a squad as it would be 
called in most other armies. This 
has the fire power of one of our 
platoons, and is commanded by 
8 sergeant with a corporal as sec- 
ond in command. competent to 
take over the squad. 

Its main fire power lies in various |. 
automatic weapons, of course. First 
among these is the light machine 
gun called a Diktorovna, We used 
both this gun and the Bren in 
Spain and can therefore make a 
comparison. 

MAN IS NEVER THERE 

The two guns are about on a par. 
True, the Bren gun barrel can be 
changed more rapidly, but this we 
found to be a delusion, for in quick- 
moving action, when the gun may 
only be fired a few bursts from any 
one position, the man with the 
spare barrel is never there when 
most needed. He is either dead, 
wounded, or so far to one side that 
the barrel has cooled off by the 
time he arrives anyway. 

Of the breech blocks the Diktor- 
ovna has fhe simpler one. It also | 
has a magazine holding 47 rounds 
(5G at a pinch) compared with 
36 on the Bren. The Russian 
magazine is disc-shaped, thin like 
a phonograph record, not heavy and 
clumsy like the Lewis gun drum. It 
tan be loaded direct from chargers 
and requires no loading too, though 
we found a three-inch length of 
6tring helped protect your finger. 

In weight, size and fire power 
the two are about the same, Per- 
haps the Russian gun has a more 
comfortable stock and grip, but 
that is a matter of opinion. 


In the heat of action two discs 
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can be fired a minute, though this 
rate of fire cannot be maintained 
for long as the weapon will heat 
up. There are absolutely no stop- 
pages exce;t from defective am- 
munition. A gunner who looks 
after his weapon and replaces worn 
siriker pins has no problem. 


AUTOMATIC RIFLE 


The Red Army squad has an 
automatic rifle, which we did not 
see in Spain. We did not have the 
Skeda automatic and, from dis- 
cussions with Russian officers, I 
gathered the Soviet automatic rifle 
was somewhat similar. With this 
weapon a rifleman can fire with 
ease up to 40 aimed shots in a min- 
ute, It is loaded, I believe, from 
below like.an automatic pistol, with 
a clip of 20 rounds, 

Either the two-inch mortar or a 
rifle grenade thrower is included 
with each squad. The latter is older 
equipment and gradually being re- 
placed, I gathered. The Russian 
rifle grenade thrower is stream- 
lined and has a range of nearly 
1,000 yards. 


AUTOMATIC PISTOLS 


The sergeant, the corporal whe 
acts as observer, and numbers one 
and two on each of the fire weapons, 
carry automatic pistols or revolv- 
ers. These automatic pistols hold 
fiom 20 to 36 rounds according to 
the type of magazine. I have shot 
with them and found them to equal 
if not surpass German Lugers or 
the beautiful Spanish Parabellum 
artillery pistol. The holster fits as 
a rifle stock and when fired from 
the shoulder these pistols are re- 
markably accurate up to nearly 200 
yards, as they have a nine-inch 
barrel. For close work they are 
deadly, spraying a goodly number 
of nine-mm. slugs around in a hur- 
ry. 


+ 


Only two men in the squad are 
armed with rifles. Both of these 
have telescopic sights and their 
users are trained as snipers. Their 
Job is to pick off opposing of- 
ficers and key men. 

The modern Ru:vian rifle is very 
light, weighing no more than seven 
pounds, compared with about nine 
pounds for the Lee-Enfield. This 
has been achieved by constructing 
the stock of very light tough wood, 
and because of the extra length of 
barrel and use of a slower burning 
powder the metal at the chamber 
is not nearly so thick. The rear 
sight 
about six inches extra distance be- 
tween sights, making for greater 


accuracy of aiming. 


Of course, the lighter rifle heats 
up quickly, and is hardly suited 
to long periods of rapid fire. A few 
rounds, however, can be fired very 
rapidly, as the bolt can be worked 
back and forth with two fingers 
without lowering the butt from the 
shoulders or taking the sights off 
the target. It is ideally suited for 
sharpshooting, and that is what it is 
used for. 

USE OF BAYONET 

Bayonet fighting is still. included 
in the Russian manual, but I only 
heard of one Russian instructor in 
Spain wasting the time of his men 
by teaching it. There might be some 
psychological reason for teaching! 
a soldier the use of cold steel, but 
in two years in Spain I never saw 
a bayonet used in the front line, 
except for opening bully beef or 
sardine cans, or for shoving into 
the side of a dugout as a candle 
stick, For digging in without a

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Two Different 
Ways Of Life 
Are Described 


OTTAWA, July 5—(CP)—Fifty 
thousand copies of a pamphlet 
containing drawings which show 
the two ways of life—in Canada 
and in Germany—and designed to 
impress on people the value of 
democracy have been issued to aid 
in the ‘recraiting campaign in 
Quebec prevince. 

Put out by the’ department of 
national war services, the pamphlets 
bear the title “Que Preferes-Tu?"— 
“Which Do You Prefer?" 

The pamphlets were designed by 
the French section of the depart- 
ment of public information. 

To aid in the recruiting of Eng- 
lish-speaking men the department 
has printed and given wide pub- 
licity to recent public speeches, such 
as those of Prime Minister Macken- 
zie King and Defence Minister Rals- 
ton in which was outlined Canada’s 
war cause, 

A spokesman at the department 
said it was not so easy to reach the 
French-Canadian public in reprints 
of texts of speeches. The distribu- 
tion system was not so good and in 
many cases some Anglo-Saxon re- 
ferences did not lend themselves to 
easily-understood translation. 

“So,” he added, “it was decided to 
portray the same story in pictures 
with captions in the language of 
French Canada.” 

Each of the dozen pictures por- 
trays liberty under the Union Jack, 
servitude under the Nazi Swastika. 

Pictures show happy workers in 
a land of liberty. Opposite them 
are pictures of stoop-shouldered 
men with club-carrying guards 
standing over them. They show a 
French-Canadian woman content- | 
edly sewing for her “Jacques,” in 
contrast to a German woman 
forced to chop wood.

Each Russian infantry company, 
I was told, has a platoon of machine 
guns. The Russian Maxim is sim- 
ilar to the Vickers, but the lock is 
ever so much simpler.

These 
heavier guns are on pneumatic 
wheels, Special platoons also op- 
erate anti-tank rifles and anti-air- 
craft machine guns.

SECTION OF TANKS ’ 

But that is not all. I was assured 
by several Red Army officers that 
attached to each Red Army bat- 
talion is a section of tanks, each 
armed with a 45-mm. cannon and 
a machine gun. One of these ve- 
hicles is used as a movable com- 
mand post by the battalion com- 
mandiug officer, who is thus in con- 
stant radio communication with his 
superiors, 

In Spain we had a battery of 
45-mm. anti-tank guns in the 
brigade. This was obviously in- 
sufficient and the Soviet officers 
agreed with us in this, stating that 
the Red Army had such a battery 
attached to each front line battalion

OTTAWA, July 5—(CP)—The 
Bacon Board announced Friday 
the response of retail stores to the 
appeal that they co-operate in re- 
ducing the consumption of pork 
for the next three months is fav- 
orable in al] parts of Canada. 

Behind the appeal is the desire 
to rush greater quantities of bacon 
and hams to the United Kingdom 
and in addition to the reduction in 
domestic consumption, leaving more 
pork products to be exported, the 
marketing of hogs is holding up 
well, officials say. 

This week 79.742 hogs were 
marketed and passed by govern- 
ment graders as compared with 
65,986 the corresponding week last 
year. The gradings this year to 
date is ett ay compared to 
2,389,414 in corresponding 
period in 1940. 

In addition to appeals through the 
press to cut pork consumption in 
Canada one half, the board wrote 
large retailing organizations and 
many women’s organizations asking 
their co-operation. 

Letters coming in show that 
some big stores are carrying a 

series of advertisements in the 
Newspapers urging people to com- 
Ply with the appeal and suggest- 
ing foods which might well be 
substituted for bacon, ham and 
Other pork products, 

Women’s organizations have re- 
plied they are circularizing their 
memberships. The railways have 
promised to keep pork products to 
the minimum in dining cars and 
railway restaurants, 

Chain stores have promised their 
co-operation.

Assurance that the United 
States stands with Canada and 
Britain “in this orucial hour in 
world affairs” was given Friday 
night by Rev. J. H. Franklin, 
D.D., president of Croser Theo- 
logical Seminary, Chester, Pa., 
and prominent churchman and 
author, at a public meeting held 
in First Baptist church. 

“I am quite sure that the ma- 
jority of Americans are with Brie 
tain and Canada and the other na- 
tions that are known as the Allies. 

‘And most of the people of the 
United States are standing loyally 


behind President Roosevelt, in view 


of the crucial situation, and his 
efforts to better national condi- 
tions,” said the distinguished Bap- 
tist. minister. 

Dr. Franklin made reference to 
the Edmonton speech Friday of 
Rt. Hon. Mackenzie King, prime 
minister of Canada, and the Ine 
dependence Day message of Presie 
dent Roosevelt, 


TASK OF CHURCH 

He said that Prime Minister 
King's speech confirmed opinions 
that he had heard expressed two 
years ago in Europe “by so-called 
neutral officials, regarding the ser- 
fousness of the Nazi efforts at world 
domination or the hegemony of 
Europe, at least.” 

Referring to President Roose- 
velt’s message, Dr. Franklin said 
“the president used rather plain 
language, language that we all can 
understand.” Further commenting 
on the American attitude, Dr. 
Franklin said, “Most of us in the 
States feel that the president has 
taken steps that are right thus far, 
and we will follow him.” 

The task of the church in this 
crisis, Dr, Franklin asserted, “is 
not to adopt either a political or 
economic program, but to send out 
into political and economic. life 
men and women who will promote 
the moral issue, who will strive 
by might and main for equality 
of opportunity for all men regard. 
less of race or previous position.” 


RELIGION CHALLENGED 


“Today we're having religion 
challenged,” said the high ranking 
cleric, “but religion can never fall 
because it is rooted in life and no 
where else.” Dr. Franklin drew en 
analogy between the present sit- 
uation facing the church and that 
before Paul when he was planning 
his trip to Rome. 

“Each of us, by trying to live 
to some extent dedicated to the 
Christian cause, can do something 
that will be of permanent value 
in the great reconstruction per- 
fod that will follow the British 
victory,” concluded Dr. Frenklin. 
Dr. Franklin extended official 

greetings from the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention, and the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, He will preach at Sunday 
services in Calgary, and will cone 
tinue on to Vancouver to complete 
hfs tour of western Canada follow.

Paderewski never played 
here. His film “Moonlight Son- 
ata” was shown at the Rialto 
theatre in the spring of 1939. He 
has been heard by countless 
numbers through his phono- 
graph records and a European 
broadcast. The story of his suc- 
cess if one that should inspire 
all those who find “insurmount- 
able” the many barriers and pit- 
falls on the way to success. Few 
world-ranking artists have 
overcome the difficulties he did 
fn scaling the heights. Those 
artists seeking to reach the top 
can take comfort and encourage- 
ment from the saga of how he 
met and overcame fundamental 
obstacles,

His father wished him to have 
musical instruction but in the 
early years the only teacher avail- 
able was a violin player who, as 
Paderewski later realized to his 
cost, knew nothing about the 
piano. As a result of this bad 
start, the music in the gifted 
child’s nature was roused with no 
other guidance than his instinctive 
taste and the love of playing was 
stimulated with no knowledge of 
technique and with no hint that 
there is a right and a wrong way 
to work and a scientific method 
of practicing. Repeatedly, Pader- 
ewski was returned to the point 
where he realized that the begin- 
ning of his career was seriously 
handicapped because he did not 
know how to work. ;

He repeatedly warned young 
musicians with convincing elo- 
quence that playing will get 
them nowhere unless they un- 
derstand how to practice. He 
said that the early praise which 
he won proved for this reason 
a disappointing illusion. He 
could make musical effects 
which gave pleasure, but he 
made them by any fingering, 
any manipulation of hand and 
arm and body, which at the 
time was easy. Great as his gift 
was, he soon realized he could 
progress no further without 
well-founded. proper training.

This training he did not ac- 
qt%e until he had already, made 
considerable advance in composi- 
tion, When at last he presented 
himself to Leschetizky, the master 
teacher assured him with vigorous 
frankness, that he was a hopeless 
case, too old to acquire a great 
technique, perhaps too old to gain 
possession of a large repertory. If 
Faderewski nad not felt a com- 
pelling urge to be a pianist, if he 
had not had the will to over- 
come difficulties, his destiny 
would have been cut off at that 


point.

Paderewski’s was a remarkable 
personality, one of the most pre- 
cious artistic treasures of this age. 
There was always in his playing, 
in addition to the magical poetry, 
something patrician and princely. 
His audiénces have felt conscious- 
ly or unconsciously that, wonder- 
ful though the playing was, the 
man himself was greater, This 
ought to be true of all artists, but 
{t can be said with conviction of 
only a very few. Paderewski's per- 
sonality as well as his playing 
brought him inevitably into inti- 
mate acquaintance with remark- 
able contemporaries. He gravi- 
tated toward his kind. His life, 
therefore, was a generous reflec- 
tion of human excellence in many 
fields. Reviewing his life, one can 
understand more clearly by what 
well deserved blessings of for- 
tune he became what he was 

f known to be, a world citizen of 
a. encyclopaedic interests, If in 
troubled times we fear that nobil- 
ity, high ideals and true power 
have disappeared from the earth, 
we may think of Paderewski, his 
life and accomplishments and 
take courage.

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Are Canadians Shirking? 


In his address yesterday Prime Min- 
ister King gave some figures respecting 
enlistments which are very timely be- 
cause they were very much needed. 
There has been a wide misapprehension 
in Canada that while we have met every 
call for money, and have accomplished 
wonders in war industry, we have fallen 
down in the matter of raising forces 


for fighting outside Canada. Such is 
not the case. 
Here are the figures. There are 


20,000 men enlisted in the Canadian 
navy. There are 60,000 men enlisted 
in the Canadian air force. There are 
200,000 men enlisted in Canada’s Active 
army. Every one of these men enlist- 
ed to serve anywhere in the world that 
he may be required. Every one of them 
is a volunteer. Not one has been con- 
scripted. 

Yet there are those who think and 
say we in Canada are leaving it to 
Britain, and to Russia, and prospective- 
ly to the United States, to do cur fight- 
ing for us. That is a libel on Canadian 
manhood—none the less a libel because 
the misconception originated or was 
made possible by failure to keep the 
country officially informed by the pub- 
lication of figures at regular intervals 
showing how the calls for men were 
being met. The publicity branch at 
Ottawa should wake up. 

This of course is aside altogether 
from the 104,000 young men who have 
been called up under the Mobilization 
Act for training for home defence. 
With the volunteer units existing when 
the universal system was adopted, our 
Reserve army is now 170,000 strong. 
These men in the Reserve units, it is 
due to remember, are doing double-duty. 
When they are not training they are 
working, great numbers of them 
working all day and training in the 
evening. 

Young Canada need offer no apol- 
ogies for the way the calls have been 
met for men to serve in any theatre of 
war. It is significant that the two 
branches of the service which have 
been engaged in actual fighting, the 
navy and the air force, have no trouble 
getting recruits. Both have long wait- 
ing lists. And-32,000 men now being 
sought for our Active army are not 
being sought in a scramble to overtake 
a failure. They are wanted to carry 
out the systematic expansion of our 
land forces overseas, expansion which 
has in point of fact been delayed only 
because equipment—not men—was not 
available. Had there been arms for 
them, the 200,000 men now in our Ac- 
tive army could have been made 300,- 
000 long ago. 


Security Outposts 


General Marshall, chief of staff of 
the United States army, has asked for 
authority to send troops to points out- 
side the western hemisphere. Nothing 
is necessarily involved beyond a quite 
understandable desire of the military 
authorities to have power to take ac- 
tion should this become necessary to 
the security of the United States in a 
world situation subject to over-night 
change at will of the Nazi dictator. 

The army that is being recruited 
and trained in the United States is an 
army solely for defence. Congress has 
gree no authority for its employment 
or any other purpose. And for this 
purpose it cannot be employed outside 
the western hemisphere save in the 
hed gee and other territory under 
United States protection. Without the 
added power asked for, United States 
troops could not be posted say at Dakar, 
even though it were known that Axis 
forces were converting that French 
port into a sea and air base from which 
their destroyers would prey upon 
United States shipping in the western 
half of the Atlantic. 

The Nazis have taught the world 
that security against attack by them 
can only exist if their predatory moves 
are anticipated and countered in ad- 
vance. To wait until they move is dis- 
astrous, for they move with lightning 
speed, complete disregard of treaties, 
and usually behind a screen of peace- 
ful pretensions—just such a screen as 
isolationist orators in the United States 
are now throwing out on their behalf. 

There may be no specific purpose or 
plan behind this proposal of the com- 
mander-in-chief of the United States 
army. But it shows that in the judg- 
ment of the high command safety for 
the Americas may demand the sudden 
placing of forces at points even beyond 

recognized limits of continental sea

retreating in panic; substituting a state- 
ment about stiff resistance and bad 
weather holding up the Nazi forces on 
the Russian front. This admission con- 
firmed Stalin’s statement that the at- 
tackers were being resolutely opposed 
all along the line, their advance retard- 
ed everywhere and blocked at the dan- 
ger points. 

The broadcast dealt with the situa- 
tion that would arise should the Nazi 
forces break through the defences and 
start to sweep across the country. In 
that event, the Russians were told they 
must do as ‘their fathers had done in 
like circumstances—trek for the inter- 
ior and leave nothing behind them that 
could be eaten or used. If the attack 
became an invasion, the invaders must 
find only a wilderness of “scorched 
earth”. 

This is the ultimate defence policy 
of a nation whose armies have been 
overwhelmed. It is a policy of desper- 
ation; but it is terribly effective. To 
advance in such circumstances means 
that the invaders must be fed and sup- 
plied from bases constantly receding, 
over communication lines constantly 
growing longer and less adequate. The 
enemies of Nazi Germany could hardly 
wish its army a worse fate. 


Britain’s communist member of 
parliament, who wanted to make a 
“people’s peace” with Hitler, is now 
calling for all-out war against the 
Fascists. Hitler and Fascism are no 
better and no worse than they were 
two weeks ago. The difference is that 
Russia has changed sides. 


Military observers nearly every- 
where else having decided long ago that 
the war-horse had been mustered out 
for good, Moscow reports that Russian 
cavalry has chopped up six Nazi regi- 
ments on the Danube front. The Cos- 
sacks apparently haven’t heard that 
the horse is obsolete. 


A squadron of American-built fight- 
ing planes flown by Australians met a 
squadron of American-built bombers 
flown by Vichy airmen in Syria. The 
bombers all went down and none of 
the fighters was put out of action. 
Probably the Australians were the 
better fliers, but they also had the 
advantage of flying late model planes, 
while Vichy got its bombers before 
France collapsed a year ago. In the 
present phenomenal pace of improve- 
ment, a warplane more than a year old 
is out-classed. Air armament is not 
merely a matter of building planes. 
Equally it is a matter of building better 
ones.

Hitler’s Effort to Invoke World 
Hatred of Communism 
Is a Failure

For Russian _ Soil 


Nevertheless, the war has ideological 
consequences, the first being that the Red 
army chooses to rally the people around 
the battle cry of homeland and Russian 
soil, rather than world communism, and 
immediately wins odd allies—the exiled 
White Russians of Harbin, for instance, and 
the Metropolitan of the Orthodox Church. 

The Nazis have been keeping on ice the 
old Hetman of the Ukraine, Skoropadsky, 
no doubt with a view to installing him as 
the Quisling of a “liberated” Ukraine, 
should they succeed in occupying that great 
gtanary. But Skoropadsky was their Quis- 
ling in the last war; he was driven out by 
another Ukrainian nationalist, Petlura, and 
Petlura in turn fell before the Red army. 
Now, by one of those historic ironies, the 
commander-in-chief of all the Russian 
forces is a Ukrainian, Timoschenko. 

What the “ideology” of the Red army 
may be, time will tell. We suspect that it 
is nationalist and Russian and that its 
power will increase above that of the party. 
In fact, we suspect that three “ideologies” 
will be liquidated by this war—Commun- 
ism, Nazism and Toryism. 


Self-Interest 


American policy toward the Soviet 
Union will obviously be determined by 
self-interest. We desire to see the Nazi 
plan for world domination smashed; we 
desire to see the future peace order in the 
hands of those peoples who still have civil- 
-ized institutions intact and who alone are 
capable of bringing some order out of 
chaos—namely, ourselves and the British;

That mouthpiece of the 
Duce says; “A defeat of Russia would pro- 
duce a definite defeat of the United States 
as well as Great Britain.” 

It would, indeed. And it is for that 
Teason, and not because of any new tender- 
ness for Mr. Browder and communism that 
we do not wish to see Hitler in Moscow. 
That Hitler is trying to get there is a politi- 
cal defeat for Mr. Browder, the comintern 
and Stalin, and a political justification of 
the view of Churchill and Roosevelt. 

Whatever aid we give to the Soviet 
Union will be predicated on our own in- 
terests. But it is to be hoped that it will 
be accompanied by a vigorous diplomatic 
offensive. This country is still for the 
freedom and independence of Finland, 
Poland and the Baltic states. It will never, 
we trust, support gains won by Russia in 
cahoots with the Nazis. 

Hitler has no business in Russia and 
Russia has no business beyond the bounds 
of her own territory. 

Whatever comes out of this war, the 
nations of Europe must be free; the nations 
of Europe must, in some way, federate; and 
there must be some permanent settlement 
for peace and collaboration between con- 
tinental Europe, Russia, the British Com- 
monwealth-Empire, and the Americas. 

Only this way can there be even teh 
rN of peace, and the foundations laid for 
nternational prosperity. 


Why the United States does not take an 

offensive in the realm of ideas is beyond 
me. The cost of one battleship would 
finance a gargantuan propaganda cam- 
paign for the conduct of which this coun- 
Ty has more brains, prestige, and facilities 
than any other, The German-Russian war 
has created a political vacuum, into which 
the President of the United States should 
spring. Such a campaign should not be 
“ideological"—it should be addressed to 
the reason, realism, common sense, and 
heart-broken yearnings of the people of 
the whole world, This country should un- 
dertake a peace offensive—not for a “nego- 
tiated” peace, but for that ordering of 
affairs that alone can mean peace. 

Ten million dollars to present the broad 
outlines of an American peace to the world 
—not by secret negotiations, but openly on 
the ait-waves of the planet, in all lan- 
a gar and twenty-four hours a day—could 

a more powerful weapon than planes 
and bombs, and positively should accom- 
pany our armament. : 

Precisely because the “ideologies” have 
all proven themselves to be unmitigated 
buncombe, the voice of reason—reason 
combined with power—has an audience, 

If one considers the international politi- 
cal situation apart from the military, there 
is more reason for optimism today than 
there has been since the war began. ' 

If we lose this war to chaos or if it 
drags out for years, it will only be because: 
of refusal to use the God-sent moments of 
history. 

The revolution of the twentieth century 
will be the triumph of realism and civiliza- 
tion and only Britain and America can 
make it. We should set about the task 
immediately.

ON ARCHITECTURE. By Frank Livyd 
Wright, New York; Duel, Sloan & Pearce, 
This is the first of a set of three books 


| on or by Frank Lloyd Wright, the other 


two to appear within the next year. The 
second book is Mr. Wright's autobiography, 
published in 1932, revised and brought up 
to date; the third is to be a compendium of 
photographs of his buildings. 
Frank Lloyd Wright is unquestionably 
America’s greatest contemporary pacha 
been stimulating and excit- 
ine, chan to his many severe critics, and 
his influence has been world-wide. But 
Mr. Wright is not our greatest contempor- 


iter. 
“this book is a collection of selected 
writings and speeches, from 1894 to 1940, 
which were published in various magazines 


! from the Ladies Home Journal to Physical 


Culture, as well as in the architectural 
periodicals. It is a combination of didactic 
epigrams, aphorisms, and curiously wise 
and witty statements, in a literary style 
gomewhere between Epictetus and Ger- 
trude Stein, The statements are for the 
most part highly emotional, highly roman- 
tic, and loosely organized. This does not 
make for easy reading, nor for a clear un- 
derstanding of Mr. Wright’s philosophy. 

This does not mean that he does not have 
a philosophy. Through the whole book 
there run the threads of a striving to de- 
scribe beauty in terms of building mater- 
ials, in terms of form, in terms of nature, 
It is the philosophy of a man who has come 
plete faith in himself and little interest in 
people, in society, in, shall we say, human- 
ism. He sees his buildings and he sees 
beauty on a high plane, set apart from the 
world of reality, because the world of 
reality is full of disorder, of ugliness, and 
of impotence. Mr. Wright has no patience 
with human frailty. 

The book loses by its lack of illustra- 
tions. It is hard to visualize its serious 

rusal by anyone not familiar with Frank 
Pioyd Wright's architecture. It could mean 
little to the layman, and will mean little to 
many architects and artists. In all likeli- 
hood its true value will appear as it relates 
tothe two future volumes. It is unfortunate 
that this is the first one of the three to be 
published.—C.F.

COLERIDGE FILLE: A Biography of 
Sara Coleridge. By Earl Leslie Griggs. 
New York; Oxford University Press. 

Sara Coleridge, daughter of the poet, 
differed from her father in lacking genius 
and in possessing a sharp s€nse of response 
ibility. In other respects she was remarke 


| ably like him; widely read, deeply relic 


gious, delicate in nervous organization, by 
nature strongly affectionate, conservative 
in politics, fluent as a writer but deficient 
(as she said) in “executive and arrange- 
ative power.” Less brilliant but more in- 
dustrious than her brother Hartley, she 
produced a number of miscellaneous 
works, including a volume of fairy tales 
that was reprinted as late as 1927. She 
served literature best, however, by her con- 
scientious and intelligent editing of her 
father's works. Both her literary and 
domestic careers are the more interesting 
because of the fact that her life-span 
(1802-1852) fell during the years when 
England was experiencing those profound 
changes—literary, political, and social— 
which were to end in full-blown Victore 
ianism. 

How Sara Coleridge managed to be not 
only a devoted daughter, wife and mother, 
but a woman of letters as well is told in 
Earl: Leslie Griggs’s “Coleridge Fille.” 
Working from a wealth of almost untouch- 
ed correspondence as well] as from estab- 
lished bases of information, Mr. Griggs de- 
tails Sara's life down to about 1843, the 
year of her husband's death. Thereafter 
he gives over the chronological "method and 
groups his data under the headings of her 
editorship, her career as a bluestocking, 
and her persona) life, The presentation’ of 
Sara in fil portrait has of course thrown 
new light on her fath®r, as well as on many 
other members of the Coleridge, Southey, 
and Wordsworth families. Mr. Griggs's 
presentation is not extremely artful, but 
it is satisfying, clear, concise, and direct. 
Best of all, it is natural; the author makes

The Frigate bird has a wide 
range all around the world with- 
in the tropics. A smaller species 
ig confined te eastern seas. 

A large wing span and small 
body enable the bird to float in the 
air with a minimum of effort. No 
movement of wings is perceptible 
as the bird glides ageinst the 
wind, 

In fishing, or in robbing other 
ben birds of their catch, the Frigate 
bird shows ite speed snd manoeu- 
verability. The birds usually are 
seen singly or in pairs; only on 
their nesting grounds are they

885,000,000 bread-eaters in the 
world, Canada ranks fifth in the 
wheat producing countries. The 
first wheat grown in Canada was in 
a little French settlement in Nova 
Scotia, Port Royal (now Annapolis). 
The first shipment of wheat from 
the west was made in 1876, and was 
gent to Ontario for seed. The first 
wheat to be shipped overseas by an 
@ll-Canadian route, direct to Great 
Britain, was in 1884. High grade 
Canadian wheats are recognized all 
over the world as the strongest 
wheat in international commerce. 
In normal times Canada exports 75 
per cent. of her wheat. 


GOOD DAYS OF PEACE 

In the good days of peace, there 
lived in Europe 400,000,000 solvent 
customers who were free to buy 
from anyone they wished, and Can- 
ada received her share of trade, and 
g0 prospered and bought machinery 
and. cars and fur coats and went to 
California for the winter, and be- 
lieved that prosperity was a stable 
condition. 

But now the scene has changed. 
Our customers are robbed, beaten, 
starving. Some are dead, some are 
in prison; all are in trouble, and 
el] are broke. And we do not 
know what to do with our wheat. 

At the end of this month we will 
have a surplus of 575,000,000 bush- 
els, and the government, alarmed at 
this mounting surplus, proposes to 
cut down the acreage one-third and 
pay the farmers $4 an acre to sum- 
merfallow, and $2 an acre if they 
gow coarse grains instead of wheat. 

No one can blame the govern- 
ment for getting a bit panicky about 
this mounting pile of wheat. But 
something rises in us, when we 
think of any curtailment of food in 
a starving world, It may be eco- 
nomically expedient, but it is ethic- 
ally wrong. We think of the Am- 
erican outcry against over-produc- 
tion some years ago, and the plow- 
ing under of grain and potatoes, and 
we think too of the swift and ter- 
rible reply from the dust-filled sky. 
Over-production ceased to be a 
problem. It should never be a 
problem in a starving world. 


WHEAT IS WAR WEAPON 

Our wheat can be made a great 
war weapon. Anthony Eden in his 
broadcast promised the people of 
Europe that we, the democracies, 
would feed them if and when they 
overthrow their dictators. Profes- 
sor Gilbert Jackson of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto has followed this 
lead in words of piercing eloquence. 
“Let us,” he says, “follow the in- 
junction of St. Paul: ‘If thine enemy 
hunger, feed him!’ Let us feed our 
enemies and clothe them, as soon 
as the war is over. We should an- 
nounce this now as our irrevocable 
policy.” 

This should be sounded forth in 
every language to the people of Eu- 
rope. We in Canada will be willing 
to contribute our part. We are 
raiding our savings in the bank now 
to buy weapons to destroy our ene- 
mies, not because we like to kill 
people, but because there is at the 
moment no other way of stopping 
them from killing us. But with the 
warfare let us combine this good 
mews of food—wheat, bacon, fats, 
materials for clothing. The radio 
pierces the Nazi walls. No one can 
entirely contro] the radio, The Ger- 
man and Italian people do listen; 
and hungry people are more inter- 
ested in food when they are in s0- 
called racial superiorities or ancient 
wrongs. +

going to give it. It will be the 
greatest gift in history.

SOMETHING THRILLING 


There is something exciting and 
thrilling about this plan. Here is 
propaganda in the best sense of the 
word. I hope the radio talks will 
be given by people who can make 
the listeners hear the bacon frying 
in the pan, and the bread crackling 
as it ‘comes out of the oven, Some 
one who can describe food as 
Charles Dickens described the Crat- 
chett's Christmas dinner. 


The German people are finding 
out that war is not all loot and 
glory. When France fell and the 
soldiers came home on leave with 
chocolate, perfumes and silk stock- 
ings and Paris dresses for their 
families, the Germans believed that 
war was a “glorious adventure”’— 
but now, there are grumblings and 
mutterings over the food shortage, 
clothes shortage, prospects of an- 
other cold winter, with bombs fall- 
ing through the hideous nights; and 
no amount of Goebbel boastings can 
make them forget their hunger and 
their fears. Now is our time to use 
food as a weapon. We should tell 
over the air about the storehouses 
we are building to hold the butter 
and bacon and jam. 


HELP OUR NEIGHBORS 


Years ago when we had our first 
great surplus of wheat, and the 
price began to go down, there were 
many voices raised in favor of send- 
ing gifts of wheat to China, for the 
famine was sore in many provinces. 
But it was not done, and that is a 
matter of deep regret to this diy. 
We could have helped these brave 
people, and strengthened them to 
meet what has come to them. And 
we could have helped ourselves too 
by helping our neighbors. 


Let us not be dull this time. Let 
us learn that “he that seeketh to 
save his life shall lose it,” and the 
corollary of that, “he that loseth his 
life shall find it.” In other words, 
we have more profit from the 
things we give away than from the 
things we keep for ourselves. 


SHAMES US 


Just now I have been listening to 
a food expert from Britain telling 
of the plight of the Belgians. They 
are on one-quarter rations, and do 
not always get that. They are not 
able to get wheat from Russia, for 
the industrial products with which 
they paid for this wheat in other 
years are in German hands. The 
Jersey Islands have had to let their 
beautiful cattle go to feed the Ger- 
man army, but the Jersey cattle- 
breeders of the United States are 
ready to stock the islands again 
when the thieves are deposed. The 
United States is going to inaugur- 
ate a voluntary’ creamless day, so 
that the output to Britain may be 
helped. That rather shames us in 
Canada who have not offered any 
such sacrifice. 


But we are ready for sacrifices 
If I know the Canadian people we 
wil) gladly do without butter on 
our bread, and forego our morning 
coffee if it is going to help Britain, 
or going to get the idea over to the 
starving peoples of Europe that we 
are their friends and are saving our 
food for them. Indeed, I think it 
would do us good to be using burnt 
wheat and barley instead of coffec 
now. There would be more men 
joining the army if we were actual- 
ly gacrificing here at home. Sacri- 
fice is contagious, even as sloth and 
indifference are contagious. 


FOOD FROM SPIES 


I hope Professor Jackson's excel- 
lent idea of agricultural surplus be- 
ing allowed to gather until the war 
is over and the oppressors over- 
thrown, and then given freely to 
the starving’ people of Europe, will 
be taken seriously. Let the word 
go out On the air in every language. 
Let samples of food fall from the 
skies, 


“There is a tide in the affairs of men 

Which taken at the flood, leads on 

to fortune.” 

And that tide is rising now. It is 
the black and bitter tide of hatred 
and hunger, which the robbers of 
Europe have left behind them 
everywhere, and have even created 
in their own countries. We can, by 
hard work, and the Grace of God, 
Strengthen the failing hearts of 
these hungry people by the hope of 
better days to come. And some day 
the dam will break and sweep away 
Hitler and all his evil devices, and 
a New World will begin!

Two cups cubed cooked veal, 1 
cup cooked peas, 2 tablespoons but- 
ter, 2 tablespoons flour, 1 cup milk, 
4 slices crisp bacon, “% teaspoon 
peprika, % teaspoon salt, 1 recipe 
‘2 cups flour) biscuit dough. 

Combine butter and flour and 
edd milk to make a creame sauce. 
Add the veal, peas and seasoning: 
Roll the biscuit dough and bake in 
two layers. Place one layer of bis- 
cuit on a platter and pour the meat 
mixture over. Top with the other 
layer of biscuit, and garnish the top 
with bacon, paprika, butter squares, 
and a tablespoon of cooked peas. 


TURKISH BEEF STEW 

Dice cold cooked beef. Brown in 
butter. Add 4 tablespoons of tomato 
catsup, 1 chopped onion and 1 green 
pepper which have been cooked 
until tender, but not brown, in but- 
ter, Season with salt and black 
pepper. Add enough stock or gravy 
to moisten. Heat thoroughly and

One and one-half pounds liver, 2 
cups cracker crumbs, % grated 
orion, 4 tablespoons lard, 1 teaspoon 
salt, % teaspoon marjoram, % tea- 
spoon pepper, 3 tablespoons lard. 
1 small onion, 1 cup tomatoes, 1 
package spaghetti, 

Parboil liver and put through 
meat chopper.

Brown 1 small onion in 3 table- 
spoons lard, Add tomatoes and sim- 
mer 20 minutes. Cook spaghetti fn 
boiling salted water until tender. 
Mix with tomato sauce and place in 
a greased caserole. Place liver balls 
oa top and brown in a hot oven. 


HAM CASSEROLE 
(Serves 6) 


One and one-half tups cooked 
ham, diced, 1 cup cooked carrots, 
diced, 142 cups boiled potatoes, 
sliced, 2 cups cream of mushroom 
soup or 2 cups medium white sauce, 
1% cup bread crumbs, 2 tablespoons 
butter, 

Arrange ham, ground or diced, 
and sliced potatoes and carrots in 
layers in a buttered casserole. Pour 
over each layer cream of mushroom 
soup or sauce, (Note: If cream of 
mushroom soup is condensed, thin 
with milk or cream.) Cover with 
crumbs dotted with butter, Bake in 
a moderate oven (375 degrees F.)

Now that school is over, children 
slump back into dawdling habits 
which best please themselves There 
is nothing for which to hurry, so 
why hurry? 

This slowness ts an eternal irrita- 
tion to the competent housewife 
who wants to get things done, See- 
ing her chidlren half dressed or 
duwdling over meals causes her to 
fee] the same irritation as the sight 
of beds unmade or dishes half 
washed. She wants each job com- 
pleted so that she need not give it 
another thought. ~- 

But vacation would be without 
particular meaning to the children 
if it did not mean a slackening of 

their activities, a let-down in their 
speed, a blessed opportunity to he 
lazy and without objective. 

We have to look with some in 
dulgence upon this tendency, espe- 
cially in the beginning when the 
slump is most pronounced. Just to 
know that there is no particular 
need to get dressed, to study or be 
anywhere at any particular time, 
is so delicious q sensation as to 
need savoring. 

After the children have become 
accustomed to their new freedom, 

it is the time to give them some 
tasks that will keep them engaged 
for some part of each morning 
and afternoon. All play and no 
work is as boring as the reverse 
would be, 

Play is more fun when it is con- 
trasted with work, and the work 
should be tasks that are regular and 
not work thrown at the children at 
the whim of mothers who now look 
upon their sons as haidy-errand 
boys. 

Take time out to apportion the 
work of the household so that each 
child has two or three tasks daily 
for which he will be responsible 

These tasks will inspire him to 
more speed, they'll make his: hours 
o? leisure the more delightful, and 
they'll prevent his wallowing in 
mischief cause by the lack of enough 
legitimate play to keep him busy 
during the whole long day 

If you're looking for tasks, re- 
member, even with servants, there 
ote always walks to scrub, windows 
to wash, silver to clean, vegetables 
to prepare, gardens to weed, lawns 
to mow, refuse to burn, screens to 
btush, cars to wash, floors to polish, 
rugs to vacuum. Don't say there 
aren't enough things to do in any

DIRECTOR OF CLOTHING RELIEF 


MRS. WILLIAM STICKNEY, sister of Lord Beaverbrook and a Cana- 
dian, is now director of relief clothing work in the London area for the 
Canadian Red Cross Society. Mrs. Stickney is a volunteer and a hard 
worker who puts in long hours every day at the Society's Overseas of- 
fice, 20 Berkeley Square. She has expanded her department on such 
an efficient basis that she now has 20 voluntary assistants under her. 
Speed in delivering the goods has been her motto, and‘when a call for 
supplies comes after a devastating raid in the London area, Mrs. Stick- 
ney has relief materials on their way 10 minutes later. Canadian Red 
Cross supplies are distributed in London through the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society, the city’s oldest relief institution.

OTTAWA, July 5 — (CP) —An 
indirect request for clothing for the 
poorer people in Britain reached 
Senator Cairine Wilson today in a 
letter from Lady Tweedsmuir, 
widow of Cgnade's former gov- 
ernor-general. 

Expressing thanks for gifts sent 
fo Britain by Canadians, Ledy 
Tweedsmuir who now lives at Els- 
field Marior, Oxford, said: — . 

“I cannot tell you what deép and 
warm gratitude wells up in our 
hearts. when we receive all these 
things from Canada .. . 

“The people in the poorer parts 
of London and elsewhere have the 
utmost difficulty in obtaining 
clothes, for nearly all the little 
second-hand shops have folded up. 
Anything in the way of clothing 
is so welcome.” 

Lady Tweedsmuir, who said she 
spends most of her time “sitting on 
committees, or struggling with the 
garden, or something like that,” 
Shoke of “the most marvellous col- 
lection of seeds” received from 
various parts of Canada. 

Lady Tweedsmuir referred io the 
portrait of her husband, also pre- 
sented by Canadian women, which 
hangs in the Hall of Fame in the 
parliament buildings here awaiting 
the end of hostilities so it can be 
shipped safely to Britain.

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Safety Lamps 
In Coal Mines 
Alberta Urged 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

DRUMHELLER, Jnty 5 — a 
tider which may extend through- 
Out the coal mining fields of Al- 
berta in respect to the use of 
safety lamps in all Alberta mines, 
was added to the findings of 
the coroner's jury inquiring in- 
to the deaths here Friday of Harry 
Crowder, Christopher Busenus, 
John Watters and Robert Taylor 
who lost their lives as a result 
of an explosion at the Western 
Crown mine, East Coulee, June 24. 
Death in each case was attributed 
to carbon monoxide poisoning. 

In the rider the jury said: “We 
the jury suggest that all mines in 
East Coulee, Alberta district, be 
examined daily for gas and that ail 
mines in Alberta be made to use 
Safety lamps.” 

Tribute was also paid by the jury 
to Tom Campbell and all his mine 
rescue workers. 

Gas had never been known in 
this field before and it was the 
expert opinion of W. G. Helley, 
mines inspector of Calgary, who 
inspected the mine, that the gas 
was the result of faulty ground 
and low barometer which threw 
off gas. It took delicate instru- 
ments to detect it. 

Evidence revealed that a thorough 
eheck had been made for gas and 
ventilation on the day of the acci- 
dent but there was no trace of gas 
and the men were using Edison 
caps and batteries and not’ open 
lights, despite the fact this was an 
open light mine, It was also reveal. 
ed that the men who Jost their lives 
were highly experienced. 

The heroism of Crowder in his 
attempt to effect a rescue was re- 
told. His last spoken words were: 
“Let's get going, we can get the 
men out in 15 minutes.”

It is 
very important that the crop be 
out at the right stage of maturity, 
which differs somewhat with the 
Gifterent types of crops. Farmers 
should remember that as the crop 
appreaches maturity, the yteid 
becomes greater, But at the seme 
ime, the palatability and the at 
gestidle nutrients in the hay be- 
gin te decrease. 

There is no one stage at which 
the maximum of yield, the greatest 
palatability and the greatest amount 


Of digestible substances can be ob- | 


tained. It is necessary, therefore, 
for one to choose the stage of 
growth that will give the best 
combination of these factors, In the 
harvesting of grasses, this usually 
Occurs at the blossoming stage 
With clovers, it comes at the full 
bloom stage and with alfalfa at 
one-tenth of the bloom stage 


CUT WITH BINDER 

At this time of the year many 
farmers are considering their first 
alfalfa cut. And it is important not 
to wait until the full bloom stage 
because lower quality hay will re 
sult 
the binder and the long stocks made 
with a double row of sheaves. This 
method requires a little longer for 
the hay to cure, but offers greater 
protection from losses due to rain. 

Another method is to cut with 
4 mower and allow the hay to 
dry in the swath for a few 
hours. Then windrow the hay, us- 
ing a slde-deNvery rake, Some- 
times the windrow is rolied over 
using the end part of the side- 
@elivery rake. The hay then is 
left to cure in the windrows, 
when it ts sufficiently dry it may 
be bunched, then stacked or 
placed in the mow immediately. 

To produce high quality hay, care 
should be taken to avoid bleaching 
too long in the sun. This will cause 
a decrease in the available vitamins. 
Care should also be taken to pre- 
vent the loss of leaves since this is 
the part of the plant that is high in 
food value. Exposure to rain wili 
cause a considerable loss in min 
erals and digestible matter, Thus, it 
is advisable to remove hay from 
the field as soon as it is sufficient- 
ly cured to stack or place in the 
now. 

From one-third to two-thirds of 
the protein, minerals, fats and vita- 
mins may be lost by improper cur- 
ing of hay. Farmers can readily un- 
derstand, therefore, the importance 
of proper handling methods in hay 
production.
